Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  cause  to  be  annually  laid  before  this  House  a  number  ot  copies  of  the  printed 
Army  list,  equal  to  the  number  of  members  of  the  House. 
[Agreed  to  by  the  House  of  Representatives  February  1,  1830.] 

[Extract.]  ] 

Resolved,  *  *  *  That  there  be  annexed  annually  hereafter  to  the  Army  Register  an  accurate  schedule  of  the  pay 
and  emoluments,  with  the  commutation  value  thereof,  to  which  the  various  officers  of  the  Army  of  each  grade  are 
entitled. 

[Adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives  August  30,  1842.] 

Sec.  1226.    *    *     *     The  highest  volunteer  rank  which  has  been  held  by  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  shall  be 
entered,  with  their  names  respectively,  upon  the  Army  Register.

Sec.  2.  That  in  every  Official  Army  Register  hereafter  issued,  the  lineal  rank  of  all  officers  of  the  line  of  the  Army 

shall  be  given  separately  for  the  ditterent  arms  of  the  service;  and  if  the  officer  be  promoted  from  the  ranks,  or  shall 

have  served  in  the  volunteer  army,  either  as  an  enlisted  man  or  officer,  his  service  as  a  private  and  non-commissioned 

officer  shall  be  given,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  record  of  his  service  as  volunteer. 
[Approved  June  18,  1878.] 

NOTES  AND  EXPLANATIONS. 

Officers  are  credited  with  actual  service  in  the  permanent  establishment  from  date  of  acceptance,  except  in  the  case 
of  graduates  of  the  Military  Academy,  whose  services  commence  from  date  of  admission  to  the  Academy. 

Officers  are  credited  with  actual  service  in  the  volunteers  from  date  of  muster  into  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
or  from  date  of  acceptance  in  the  cases  where  service  was  rendered  under  a  commission  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States. 

This  mark  (*)  prefixed  to  the  letter  of  battery  in  the  artillery  regiments  denotes  a  light  battery. 

This  mark  (t)  denotes  a  voluntary  transfer,  which  is  the  cause  of  the  anomalous  position  of  the  officer  in  hia  regiment 
or  corps. 

This  mark  (\)  denotes  an  anomalous  position  by  sentence  of  general  court-martial. 

Under  the  heading  "Appointed  from"  the  initials  "M.  A."  denote  that  the  officer  is  a  graduate  of  the  Military 
Academy.

FOLLOWING  LAWS. 

A  Resolution  to  provide  for  the  presentation  of  "medals  of  honor"  to  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  and  Volun» 
teer  Forces  who  have  distinguished,  or  may  distinguish,  themselves  in  battle  during  the  jjresent  rebellion. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  President  of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  two  thousand  "medals  of  honor"  to  be 
prepared  with  suitable  emblematic  aevices,  and  to  direct  that  the  same  be  presented,  in  the  name  of  Congress,  to  suchi 
noncommissioned  officers  and  privates  as  shall  most  distinguish  themselves  by  their  gallantry  in  action,  and  other 
soldier-like  qualities,  during  the  present  insurrection.  And  that  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this 
resolution  into  effect.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  cause  to  be  struck  from  the  dies  recently  prepared  at  the 
United  States  mint  for  that  purpose,  "medals  of  honor"  additional  to  those  authorized  by  the  Act  (Resolution)  ol 
July  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  present  the  same  to  such  officers,  noncommissioned  officers,  and 
privates  as  have  most  distinguished  or  who  may  hereafter  most  distinguish  themselves  in  action;  and  the  sum  oj 
twenty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  out  ol  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  t€ 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  same.

GiLMORE,  John  C,  lieut.  col ,  a.  a.  g.— for  distinguished  conduct  in  the  battle  of  Salem  Heights,  Va.,  May  3,  1863, 
seizing  the  colors  of  his  regiment  and  gallantly  rallying  his  men  under  a  very  severe  fire  of  the  enemy  ;  while 
serving  as  major  16th  New  York  infantry.

Advancing  to  high  ground,  he 
dismounted  his  troop,  himself  remaining  mounted  to  encourage  his  men,  and  there  fought  the  Indians  until 
relieved,  his  horse  being  wounded. 

Hall,  William  P.,  lient.  col  ,  a.  a.  g. — for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  neai'  camp  on  White  River,  Colo., 
October  20,  1879;  this  officer,  then  a  1st  lieutemint  5th  U.  S.  cavalry,  in  cuiumand  of  a  rei'onnoitering  party  of 
three  men,  and  while  going  to  the  rescue  of  a  brother  offit'er  who  had  been  attacked  by  Indians,  was  himself 
attacked  by  about  thirty-five  warrors.  During  the  engagement  he  several  times  exposed  himself  in  order  to 
draw  the  fire  of  his  assail mt-i  and  locate  their  position  so  his  small  party  could  reply  with  ettect.  Lieut.  Weir, 
ordnance  department,  and  a  scout  who  accompanied  him,  were  both  killed  by  the  Indians  at  tliis  time. 

HuMPiiiiKY,  Charles  F.,  lieut  col,  dep  qm.  gen — for  most  distingui.shed  gal'antry  in  action  at  the  C  earwater, 
Idaho,  July  II,  1877,  where  he  voluntarily  and  successfully  conducted,  in  the  face  of  a  witliering  fiie.  a  party 
which  recovered  the  possession  of  an  abandoned  howitzer  and  two  gntling  euns  lying  between  the  lines  and 
within  a  few  yards  of  the  Indians,  while  serving  as  1st  lieutenant,  4th  U.  S.  artillery. 

Geken.  JijHX,  lieut.  col.,  retired- for  most  dist  nguislied  gallintrv  in  action  against  hf  stile  Modoc  Indians  at  the 
Lava  Beds,  California,  January  17  1873,  in  exposing  himself  in  the  most  fearless  manner  to  very  great  danger  by 
walking  in  front  of  the  line  when  the  men  hesitated  to  no  forward  as  ordered  and  reassuring  the  command, 
which  then  advanced  upon  the  Indians,  who  were  conce;iled  among  the  rocks  and  fighting  fioni  behind  their 
natural  fortifications;  while  .serving  as  major,  1st  cavalry. 

Jackson,  .Iame.s,  lieut.  col,  retired — for  most  disiinguished"  gallantry  in  action  again.st  hostile  Indians  at  Oamas 
Meadows,  Idaho,  August  20,  1877,  under  heavy  fire  from  the  eneiny  securing  the  body  of  a  soldier  of  his  com- 
mand who  had  been  killed  in  action,  and  with'the  aid  of  one  or  two  men  conveying  it  to  a  place  of  safety;  while 
serviuiT  as  captain  troop  B,  1st  cavalry.

Baldwin,  Frank  D.,  capt ,  5th  infantry — lor  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  against  hostile  Indians  neain 
McLellan's  Creek,  Tex,  November  8, 1874,  in  attacking  the  Indians  with  two  companies,  D,  tith  cavalry,  and 
D,  5th  infantry,  forcing  them  from  their  strong  position  and  pursuing  them  until  they  were  utteily  routed; 
while  1st  lieutenant,  5ili  infantry. 

Rice,  Edmund,  capt.,  5th  infantry— for  conspicuous  bravery  in  leading  his  regiment  in  the  countercharge  against 
Pickett's  division,  himself  falling  severely  wounded  within  the  enemy's  lines,  in  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  Pa., 
July  3, 1863  ;  while  serving  as  major  I'Jth  Massachusetts  infantry. 

Kerr,  John  B.,  capt.,  6th  cavalry— for  distinguished  bravery  in  command  of  his  troop  in  action  against  hostile  Sioux 
Indians  on  the  north  bank  of  tlie  White  River  near  the  mouth  of  Little  Grass  Creek,  S.  Dak.,  January  1, 1891. 

Palmer,  Gkorok  H.,  capt ,  16ih  infantry — for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  at  the  battle  of  Lexington,  Mo., 
September  18, 19,  and  20,  18G1,  volunteering  to  flght  in  the  trenches,  and  also  leading  a  charge  which  resulted  in 
the  recapture  of  a  union  hospital,  tos;ether  with  the  capture  of  rebel  sharpshooters  then  occupying  the  same; 
while  serving  as  bugler  company  G,  1st  Illinois  cavalry  volunteers. 

FUGER,  Frederick,  capt.,  4tli  artill.ry— for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  at  Gettysburg,  Pa..  July  3, 1863,  thisi 
officer,  then  a  sergeant  with  Field  Battery  .^  ,  4th  U.  S.  aitillery,  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  battery,  all 
its  officers  having  been  killed  or  wounded,  and  flvi-  of  its  guns  disabled  in  Pickett's  assault;  with  the  most  dis- 
tinguished gallantry  he  lought  the  remaining  guns  until  the  b.attery  was  ordered  to  be  wiihdrawn. 

West,  Frank,  capt.,  6th  cavalry— for  distini^uished  conduct  in  action  against  hostile  Apache  Indians  at  the  Big  Dry 
Wash,  Ariz.,  July  17,  1882,  in  rallying  his  conimand  and  leading  it  to  the  advance  iigainst  the  fortifieil  position  of 
the  enemy  ;  while  servingas  1st  lieutenant,  0th  cavalry,  coaimanling  troop  I  and  a  detachment  of  Indian  -scouts. 

Burns,  Ja.mes  M.,  capt.,  17th  infantry— for  gallantry  at  the  battle  of  Newmarket,  Va.,  May  15,  1864,  while  sergeant 
company  B,  Ist  West  Virginia  Volunteers;  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry  from  the  enemy,  he  voluntarily 
assisted  a  wounded  comrade  from  the  field  of  battle,  thereby  saving  him  from  capture  by  the  enemj'. 

Rockkkellek,  Charles  M.,  capt.,  9th  infantry — for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  at  Fort  Blakely,  Ala.,  April 
9, 1865,  in  volunteering  and  leconnoitering  the  work  alone,  under  a  lievy  flie  from  the  enemy,  anci  obt 'ining 
valuable  information,  which  was  made  the  basis  of  oiders  for  the  assault  that  followed,  and  in  the  assault  vrith 
a  few  followt^rs  advancing  beyond  the  line  exposed  to  the  fire  of  both  attack  and  defense;  while  serving  as  1st 
lieutenant  178th  New  York  volunteers. 

McClernand,  Edward  J.,  capt.,  2d  cavalry — for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  against  hostile  Nez  Perce 
Indians  at  Bear  Paw  Mountain,  il out..  September  30,1877,  in  coiuraaiid  of  a  troop,  attackinir  a  band  of  hostiles 
and  conductinir  the  combat  with  excellent  skill  and  bcddness;  while  '2d  lieutenant,  L.'d  cavalry. 

Varnusi,  Chaules  a.,  capt..  7lh  cavalry — for  most  ilistinjiushed  gallantry  in  action  at  White  Clay  ("reek,  S.  Dak  ,  De- 
cember 30  1890,  this  efficer  was  in  command  of  troop  B,  and  part  of  troop  E  7th  U.  S  cavalry,  the  resiment  thea 
retiring  by  detachments  before  a  superior  force  of  h'^stile  Indians.  While  executing  an  order  to  withdraw  Capt. 
Vainum  saw  that  a  >ontinuance  of  the  movement  would  result  in  exposure  of  another  troop  of  his  regiment  to 
being  cut  ntf  and  suirounded.  Disregarding  ordt-rs  to  retire,  he  placed  himself  in  front  of  his  men,  led  a  charge 
upon  the  advancing  Indians,  regained  a  comniandin2  position  that  had  just  been  vacated,  and  thus  insured  tSei 
safe  withdrawal  of  both  detachments  without  fuither  loss. 

1st  infantry — for  most  distin<ruished  gallantry  in  action  against  hostile  Apache  Indians,  ledi 
by  Geronimo  and  Natchez,  in  the  Sierra  Madre  Mountains,  N.  Mex.,  -lanuary  11,  1886;  while  1st  lieutenant,  1st' 
infantry,  and  commanding  the  expedition. 

WiLDEi;,  Wli.r.EU  E  ,  capt,,  4tli  cavalry — for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  against  hostile  Indians  at  Horse* 
Shoe  Canyon,  N.  Mex.,  April  23,  1882,  in  assisting  to  rescue,  under  heavy  fire,  Private  Edward  Leonard,  who  wa» 
wounded  ;  while  serving  as  1st  lieutei.ant,  4th  cavalry. 

Heyl,  Charles  H  ,  caiit.,  23d  infantry— for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  near  Fort  Harisuff,  Nebr  ,  April 
28,  1876,  whiln  in  comnand  of  .a  small  scouting  party,  in  charging  with  three  men  upon  six  Indians  who  were 
intrenched  upon  a  hill  top;  while  serving  as  'Jd  lieutenant,  23d  infantry. 

Day,  Matthias  W.,  capt.,  9th  cavalry— for  bravery  in  action  against  hostile  Apache  Indians  at  Las  Aniraasi 
Canyon,  N.  Mex.,  September  18,  1879,  in  singly  advancing  into  the  enemy's  line  and  carrying  a  wounded  soldier 
of  his  command  on  his  back  down  a  rocky  trail  under  a  hot  fire,  after  he  hiid  been  ordered  to  retreat;  while  serv- 
ing as  2d  lieutenant,  9tli  cavalry. 

McCammon,  William  W.,  capt ,  14th  infantry— for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  at  Corinth,  Miss.,  in  volun- 
tarily a.ssuming  command  of  his  company,  then  under  fire,  on  October  3,  1802,  and  so  continuing  in  f  omniand  of 
the  same  until  the  repulse  and  retreat  of  the  enemy  on  October  4,  1862;  while  1st  lieutenant  company  K,  24th 
Missouri  infaniry.  and  on  duty  as  provost  marshal  3d  division,  Army  of  the  Mississippi. 

Gresham,  John  C,  capt.,  7th  cavalry — for  distinguished  gallantry  in  voluntarily  leading  a  party  into  a  ravine  to  dis- 
lodge Indians  concealed  therein,  inaction  at  Wounded  Knee  Creek,  S.  Dak.,  December  29, 1890;  while  serving 
as  1st  lieutenant,  7ll)  cavalry. 

Long,  Oscar  F.,  capt.,  a.  (im.  — for  most  distinguished  sxjillantry  in  action  against  Indians  at  Bear  Paw  Mountain, 
Mont.  Sei)teniber  3U,  1877,  having  been  directed  to  order  a  troop  of  cavalry  to  advance,  and  havinLT  ibund 
both  oflict^re  killed,  he  voluntarily  assumed  command,  and  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the  Indians,  advanced  the 
trooi)li>  its  projier  position  ;  while  2d  lieutenant,  5th  infantry,  and  acting  aide-decamp  to  the  colonel  commanding. 

ClIEEVEIt,  Ben.IAMIN  II.,  capt ,  Otli  cavalry- for  gallivntry  in  action  against  hostile  Sioux  Indians  on  the  north  bans 
of  the  White  River,  near  the  mouth  of  Little  Gras.s  Creek,  S.  Dak.,  -lanuarj'l,  1891,  in  heiiding  the  advance  across 
the  White  River,  parily  frozen,  in  a  spirited  movementto  the  effective  assistance  of  troop  K,  6th  cavalry ;  while 
serving  as  1st  lienfenant,  6tli  cavaliy.

Bkett.  Lloyd  M.,  capt.,  2d  cavalry — for  most  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  against  hostile  Sioux  Indians  near 
O'Fallons  Creek,  Mont.,  April  1,  1880,  by  fearle.ss  expo.suie  and  dashing  bravery  cutting  otf  the  Indians  pony 
herd  and  greatly  crippling  the  liosf.les;  while  2(1  lienteuaut,  2d  c.ivalry. 

McDoxAT.u,  KoisEKT,  ca]it.,  retired — for  most  distinguished  galhiutry  in  leading  his  command  in  a  successful  charge 
against  .superior  numbers  of  hostile  Indians,  strongly  posted,  in  the  battle  of  Wolf  Mountain,  Mont.,  January  8, 
1877;  while  Ist  lieutenant,  5th  infantry. 

Sladex,  JosEl'll  A.,  capt.,  retired — for  most  di.stinguished  gallantry  in  the  battle  of  Resaca,  Ga.,  May  14,  1864,  while 
private  company  A.  33d  Massachusetts  infautry;  in  voluntarily  engaging  in  the  action  at  a  critical  juncture, 
and  by  the  coolness  and  courage  of  his  example  inspiring  tbe  panic-stricken  troops  to  repel  the  fierce  assaults 
of  the  enemy. 

Pakxki.1.,  T\'ii,li.\m  E.,  capt.,  retired— for  must  distinguished  gallantry  in  action  at  White  Bird  Canyon,  Idaho,  June 
17, 1877,  this  officer,  then  Isl  lieutf  nant,  1st  cavalry,  saved  the  lifeof  a  soldier.  The  troop  wjis  reireatiiiv!  thiough 
the  canyon,  pursued  by  a  largely  superior  fori  e  of  Iiidi.ins,  and  while  crossing  a  maish  a  trooper's  horse,  was 
killed  and  its  rider  left  in  the  tule  swamp.

29,  1890,  where  he  was  severely  wounded ;  while  2d  lieutenant,  2d  artillery,  and  commanding  platoon  of  light  bat- 
tery E,  Ist  artillery  (two  Hotchkiss  mountain  howitzers).

A.LBLE,  Geokge  E.,  1st  lieut.,  retired — for  distiuguished  gallantry  in  actioii  against  hostile  Indians  on  the  Brazos 
River,  Tex.,  October  28  and  29,  I86J;  while  serving  as  Ist  lieutenant,  41st  infantry,  commanding  company  L,  9th 
cavalry.

Jessey,  Charles  a.,  chief  musician  baud,  3il  cavalry — for  bravery  near  Elkhorn  Creek,  Wyo.,  January  13,  1877,  while 
scouting  with  four  men,  and,  being  attacked  from  ambush  by  foui  teen  hostile  Indians,  in  holding  his  ground  after 
losing  two  of  his  men  who  were  wnunded,  he  kept  up  the  tight  until  he  himself  was  wounded  in  the  side,  when 
he  went  to  the  assistance  of  his  wouuded  comrades  ;  while  8er\  ing  as  corporal,  troop  A,  3d  cavalry. 

Jeown,  Benjamin,  sergeant  major,  24th  infantry — for  gallantry  in  action  May  11,  1889,  while  escorting  Paymaster 
Wham  and  party;  being  attacked  by  robbers  he  gallantly  held  his  ground,  and  though  shot  through  the  abdo- 
men, he  did  not  quit  the  field  until  agaiu  wounded  through  the  arms  ;  while  serving  as  sergeant,  companj  C,  24th 
infantry.
